T he big vehicle,

ful tank we have ever built,” is 
being turned out in quantity 
at 
Fisher Body’s G rand Blanc, Mich., 
plant. O ther Fisher plants in De­ 
troit, Flint, G rand 
Rapids 
and 
Cleveland are producing m ajor as­ 
semblies and parts. 
The M-26, designed the “G ener­ 
al P ershing” but called the “Tiger 
T am er” by the men who build it, 
has a top speed of 25 miles an 
hour and can negotiate grades up 
to 60 per cent. 
The “muzzle b rak e” on the long 
barrel of the 90 millim eter 
gun 
deflects the flash and reduces air 
w ash to reduce the possibility of 
enem y detection of tho g un’s posi­ 
tion.
